Do not detach this card but pre- 
sent ration book 3, intact, at the 
distribution centre in order to 
obtain ration book 4. 


New feature of importance in 
this campaign is the deadline for 
application. Late applicants for 
ration book 4 will not be able to 
get one until April 17th. 


Registry of the municipality 
number is required for this issue. 
The number in this djstrict will 
be 280

which contains 10 “F’’ coupons 
for canning sugar, not valid un- 
til later in the season. [tis pos- 
sible that meat rationing will be 
resumed, for which meat ration 
coupons in book 3 may be requir- 
ed.

lo many districts plans should be 
made to combat saw thes. One 
drill width of wheat sown very 
early around an infected field will 
trap saw flies, then the strip can be 
destroyed, and so the gtubs killed, 
about the middle of July.

tion is to sow oats, barley and flax 
first and delay the secding of wheat 
as long as possible, Where the 
saw fly infestation is 100 percent, 
it is recommended if possible to 
skip a year in the sowing of wheat

It seldom huppens that one can 
get a $5 return from a 5¢ invest- 
ment, and especially for an invest- 
ment involving no financial risk, It 
is possible, however, and as a matter 
of fact such investments are being 
rade consistently by the more pro- 
gressive farmers and stockmen of 
Alberta today, 

Purchase within the next week 
ufficient warble powder to treat 
your herd of cattle, is the advice of 
J. L. Eaglesham, supervisor of pest 
contro). Treat all your cattle during 
March. A pound of w arble powder 
vill treat from 50 to 75 head, if 
directions on the package are fol- 
lowed. It will cost approximately 
l¢ or 112¢ per treatment. One treat- 
ment will give about 75 per cent 
control of warble flies if applied at 
the proper time, that is just before 
the first grubs drop, Three treat- 
rents begun at the proper time and 
paced at three to four week inter- 
vals will give 100 per cent control 
for the whole yea! 

Experienced dairymen, feed lot 
perators, farmers and ranchers 
contend that losses to the warble 
(ly approximately $5 per animal per 
year. This loss includes such figures 

15 per cent more feed required 
for warble ar ilmals; 25 per cent de- 
reafé in milk flow from cows tor 
mented by the fly in summer and 
made unthrifty by the grubs in the 
ies in winter; 50 to 100 pounds 
less weight put on by cattle on 
ummer pasture because of the heel 
fly. The farmer with ten cattle or 
the rancher with one thousand can 
turn these losses into profit. 

To those who would like more in- 
come than they now receive, a small 
investment in warble fly control to- 
day can be highly recommended. 
To those not interested in increasing 
their income the control of this pest 
must still he considered an import- 
int matter. Jt is important because 
t js an effective means of filling 
our nation's urgent demand for 
reater supplies of meat, milk and 
cather without grub holes

Fungicides on the Farm 

Fungicides for the control of plant 
diseases ond for general disinfection 
ire teed on all farms. Some of the 
beet. fungicides are the most pois- 
enone and troublesome to handle, A 
eareles person might have some 
diffieulty in using either mereury 
dusts or formalin, 

Mercury fungicides such as cere- 
san, leytosan, and lunasan, widely 
used for treating grain, are excellent 
fungicides and should not give 
trouble if handled as recommended. 
Avoid inhaling the dusts; work in 
a well ventilated bovding or outside; 
and wear aimask, Tf masks are not 
available, tie a clean hindkerchiet 
over the nose and moath, Suitable 
inasks are not expensive. After

handling poisonous dusts or solue 
tions, wash up thorousthly, especially 
hefore eating, Avoid an excess of 


fungicide on the jiands, faee or 
clothing.

3. “EMPLOYER” includes industrial and commercial employers, 
and also farm opcrators. 

4. “MALE EMPLOYEE" includes all male persona working for 
you, including relatives. 

5. A hooklct “EMPLOYERS’ GUIDE," has been sent to industrial 
and commercial employers. A return post card has gone to 
farm operators. 

6. If you employ “fists male person, and have not been notified of 
the eurv let or pent card, contact the nearest Employ- 
ment an Si nive Service Office and ask for the booklet, 

7. Obligation to make the csamination rests on cach and every 
employer of male pefeons, and employers must act. 

8. Penalties are provided for failure to carry out this examina. 
tion, and for male cmplovecs failing to aasiat by refusal to 
produce documents.
